Palmer explains. "The Iowa effort taught us that outside the Washington Beltway, 
people have only general information about climate change but, when presented facts 
concerning the probable impact of pending Clinton Administration commitment to 
anticipated changes in the Rio Treaty, they quickly perceive what they have at stake 
and are motivated to take action to forestall the additional commitment. We believe this 
Web site will be a cost-effective way mobilize a citizen army of activists to tum-back the 
agenda of environmental elitists both inside of and outside the government who seek to 
make one of life’s necessities - energy - scarce and expensive."
